1.  This  is  a  public  auction  and  mail-bid  sale  held  by  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc. 
a  liceased  and  Kmded  auctioneer  (the  “Auctioneer). 

:  THE  CONSIGNOR  OF  PROPERTY  MAY  PARTICIPATE  IN  THE 

AUCTION  BY  BID  AND  MAY  PURCHASE  HIS  LOT(S)  FROM  THE 
AUCTION  SALE.  Notice  of  the  consif:nor's  liberty  to  bid  in  the  sale  on  his  lots  is 
hereby  made  in  accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  Texas  Uniform  Commercial  Code.  A 
CONSIGNOR  IS  REQUIRED  TO  PLACE  HIS  BIDS  ON  HIS  PROPERTY  NO 
LATER  THAN  48  HOURS  PRIOR  TO  THE  COMMENCEMENT  OF  THE 
AUCTION  .  IF  THE  CONSIGNOR  IS  THE  SUCCESSFUL  BIDDER  ON  HIS

FULL  OF  THE  INVOICE  IS  NOT  RECEIVED  BY  THE  AUCTIONEER

5003  1806  Fine  12  PCGS,  Small  6,  Stems,  medium  brown  patina  with  an 
unusual  brightness  to  the  surfaces  and  showing  a  number  of  small 
abrasions  on  each  side;  and  an  1825  AU  50  PCGS,  medium  brown 
overall  with  three  large  spots  on  the  reverse.  (Total:  2  coins)

5018  1799  VF  25  NGC.  3-189,  High  R.2.  The  Perfect  Date  variety.  The  1799  cent  is  easily  one  of  the  most  famous  and  highly  coveted  of  all  U.S.  coins.  Unknown 

above  AU  50,  the  vast  majority  of  survivors  are  in  the  GchkI  to  Fine  grade  range.  This  is  the  dare  that  began  Joseph  Mickley  on  his  collecting  odyssey  in  the 
19th  century.  The  story  goes  that  lY-year  old  Mickley  wanted  a  coin  ot  his  birth  year,  1799.  He  found  it  to  he  a  very  difficult  task  even  in  1816,  and  the  pursuit 
t)f  this  coin  led  him  along  other  numismatic  avenues  and  he  eventually  became  known  as  the  “Father  of  American  Coin  Collecting.” 

This  coin  has  an  exceptional  appearance  for  a  1799  cent.  The  surfaces  are  light  brown  overall  with  just  the  faintest  darkening  in  the  right  ohver.se  field. 
The  digits  in  the  date  are  well  defined,  hut  LIBERTY  is  soft,  as  often  seen.  Even  though  used  extensively  in  the  channels  of  commerce,  most  of  the  striking 
details  are  quite  well  brought  up  for  the  grade.  A  couple  of  field  marks  are  noted,  the  most  obvious  ones  being  near  the  obverse  rim  at  8  o’clock  and  a  short  one 
below  Liberty’s  chin.

5026  1851  MS  62  Rrown  NGC.  Even,  glossy  brown  surfaces  and  sharply 
struck. 

5027  1851  MS  65  Rrown  NGC.  A  bit  softly  defined,  the  brown  patina 
seen  overall  shows  significant  underlying  red  color.

The  surfaces  are  carbon-free  and 
show  even,  unmellowed,  original  reddish-orange  color.  The  only 
detracting  element  is  a  slight  softness  of  strike  on  the  upper  feathers 
on  the  headdress.

An  important  and  underrated  one-year  proof  type,  one  of  just  800 
pieces  reportedly  struck,  ot  which  tar  fewer  are  known  today.  Breen 
( 1977)  questions  if  even  as  many  as  40  may  now  exist.

As  previously  mentioned,  the  coin 
has  been  left  to  tone  naturally.  The  obverse  is  mostly  giilden-rose 
with  an  arc  of  gunmetal-blue  on  the  right  side,  the  reverse  is  more 
heavily  traied  in  similar  shadings.  There  are  obviously  no  distracting 
abrasions  on  the  surfaces  save  for  a  tiny  carbon  spot  to  the  right  of 
the  date.  We  just  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  this  coin.  NGC  popu¬

5283  1866  MS  67  PCGS.  The  satiny  fields  are  essentially  untoned  on 

A  fully  struck  gem  showing  virtually  no  con¬ 
tact  marks  of  any  kind,  although  some  very  light  die  clashing  is 
noted  on  both  sides.  Just  10,000  business  strikes  were  issued  of  the 
1866  half  dime  and  today  these  are  far  scarcer  than  proofs  of  the 
same  date.

and  little  color.  Scarcer  issue  in  mint  condition. 


5285  1854  Arrows  PR  65  PCGS.  Struck  from  the  V-2  dies,  from  which 

all  proofs  are  known.  An  unknown,  hut  obviously  small,  number  of 
proofs  were  produced  in  1854-  In  his  1977  work  on  proofs,  Breen 
estimated  that  16-20  separate  pieces  were  extant  today,  and  he  list¬ 
ed  the  pedigrees  of  seven  specimens.  That  estimate  may  actually  he 
somewhat  high  as  only  1 1  pieces  have  been  certified  to  date  by  the 
major  services.  It  may  well  he  that  some  first  strike  business  strikes 
have  in  the  past  been  considered  proofs,  thus  inflating  Breen’s  esti¬ 
mate  from  19  years  ago. 

The  rarity  and  importance  of  any  Arrows  coinage  in  proof  would 
he  difficult  to  overstate.  There  are  many  collectors  of  19th  century 
proofs,  and  there  are  very  few  unquestioned  proof  strikings  from 
these  key  years.  The  result,  of  course,  is  predictable — very  high 
prices  for  the  few  known  proofs.  The  fields  of  this  piece  appear 
somewhat  shallowly  mirrored  at  first  glance,  but  closer  examination 
reveals  that  this  is  appearance  only.  Both  sides  are  deeply  toned  in 
shadings  of  burgundy  and  cohalt-hlue,  this  intermingling  of  deep 
coloration  subduing  the  mirrored  flash  of  the  fields  somewhat. 
Technically,  the  only  flaws  we  can  see  on  the  surfaces  are  a  small 
contact  mark  on  the  right  breast  of  Liberty  and  a  curved  lint  mark 
on  her  left  leg.  Tied  for  finest  certified  with  three  other  coins — cine 
by  NGC  (8/95)  and  two  others  by  PCGS  (10/95). 


5286  1873  PR  64  NGC.  Deeply  mirrored  in  the  fields  with  sharply  con¬ 
trasting  mint  frost  on  the  devices,  just  a  hit  of  peripheral  color 
shows  on  the  reverse  rim.  Popular  final  year  of  issue. 

5287  1873  PR  65  PCGS.  Struck  from  highly  polished  proof  dies,  each 
side  is  covered  with  rich  layerings  of  lilac,  purple,  and  blue  toning 
that  does  little  to  subdue  the  mirror-like  effect  of  the  proof  finish. 
An  attractive,  problem-free  gem.

a  very  rare  issue.  It  is,  in  fact,  so  rare  that  we  have  not  handled  one 
in  recent  memory.  Exact  mintage  figures  are  ntit  known  for  this 
issue,  hut  Q.  David  Bowers  estimated  that  about  35  pieces  might 
still  he  extant  today,  and  Breen  concurred.  However,  we  doubt  even 
that  many  exist  as  only  19  have  been  submitted  to  the  major  certifT 
cation  services.  Proof  dimes  of  this  year  have  been  lacking  from 
some  of  the  major  collections  formed  over  the  past  several  decades. 
No  1856  was  included  in  the  Norweh  holdings,  those  of  the  Essex 
Institute,  or  the  Garrett  Collection. 

This  coin  has  a  long  and  illustrious  pedigree  stretching  hack  58 
years.  It  is  listed  as  the  number  1 1  coin  on  Breen’s  pedigree  list  from 
his  1977  opus  im  U.S.  prortfs,  and  the  piece  “carries  its  own  creden¬ 
tials”  with  or  without  encapsulation.  The  stirfaces  are  toned  a  deep 
gray  with  blue  highlights.  There  are  no  noticeable  post-striking 
impairments  on  either  side.  The  only  ripple  in  the  fabric  of  the  coin 
is  a  small  planchet  flake  out  of  the  reverse  field  at  the  right  top  of 
the  R  in  AMERICA,  just  next  to  the  die  line  that  is  diagnostic  for 
proof  strikings.  In  addition  to  its  aKsolute  rarity,  this  piece  is  also 
one  of  the  finest  examples  known.  Only  one  other  coin  has  been  srr 
graded  by  PCGS  (10/95)  with  another  certified  as  such  by  NGC

531 1  1876-CC  Specimen  MS  65  NGC.  Rrecn'3396,  the  obverse  shows  a  small  digit  6,  and  the  reverse  is  distinguished  as  a  Type  One  with  the  E  in  ONE  almost 

touching  the  wreath.  Similar  in  fabric  to  the  the  other  two  known  specimens  of  this  issue  (Stack’s  9/14-15/83,  lot  677;  and  James  A.  Stack,  Stack’s,  1/90,  U)t 
167)  with  similar  surfaces,  striking  quality,  and  dies.  The  fields  show  very  heavy  die  striations  on  both  sides  that  run  in  a  northeast  to  southwest  direction.  It  is 
believed  that  only  three  such  pieces  are  known  today,  hut  interestingly  ccipper  and  nickel  proof  strikings  are  also  extant,  their  purpose  being  unknown. 

The  visual  appearance  of  this  extraordinary  coin  is  dominated  by  two  elements:  its  rich  tonal  qualities,  and  the  heavy  striations  which  in  turn  have  impart¬ 
ed  the  bright,  reflective  mirrors  seen  in  the  fields.  Most  of  each  side  is  covered  with  a  pronounced  layering  of  golden  and  rose  patina  with  an  occasional  patch 
of  blue  seen  around  the  peripheries.  As  deep  and  multi-layered  as  rhis  color  is,  it  still  canm)t  subdue  the  mirrored  flash  from  the  highly  polished  fields. 

We  w(ruld  like  to  point  out  that  branch  mint  proofs  (which  we  believe  rhis  coin  is)  are  generally  not  of  comparable  overall  quality  to  tho.se  struck  in  the 
Philadelphia  mint.  We  came  to  that  conclusion  after  an  in-depth  study  t)f  the  eight  branch  mint  proof  Morgan  dollars  in  our  AN  A  Sale  this  past  summer.  Pie 
cracks,  die  rust,  and  incomplete  die  polishing  are  commonly  found  on  such  coins.  The  rea.son  for  this,  we  have  concluded,  is  that  personnel  in  the  branch 
mints  were  only  vaguely  familiar  with  the  proofing  process,  being  called  upt)n  infrequently  to  produce  .special  coins  for  presentation  purposes.  We  point  rhis 
out  to  help  explain  the  presence  of  the  heavy  die  striations  in  the  fields  which  would  certainly  not  be  found  on  Philadelphia  proofs  from  this  era.  Similarly, 
incomplete  die  polishing  can  be  .seen  just  below  the  chin  of  Liberty  as  well  as  between  the  left  ribbon  and  the  wreath. 

This  is  an  extraordinary  coin,  struck  ftrr  some  unknown  purpose  (the  Centennial,  perhaps?).  It  is  of  the  highest  order  of  rarity  with  only  two  others  believed 
known  tiKlay.

5957  1878  PR  64  Cameo  NGC.  The  proof  quarter  eagles  ot  1878  are  even  rarer  than  the  mintage  t)f  20  pieces  vvouLl  suggest.  This  date  is  the  scarcest  post- 1859 

quarter  eagle  as  a  proof.  Akers  speculates  that  perhaps  some  of  the  original  sets  were  not  sold  and  may  have  been  melted.  Rreen  gives  a  generous  estimate  of  12 
pieces,  of  which  at  least  3  are  impaired.  Tagliime  could  only  account  for  10  specimens,  including  4  impaired  ones.  So  tar  only  2  coins  have  been  certified  by 
the  major  services — PCGS  (1 1/95)  has  certified  one  PR  64,  and  this  is  the  only  proof  graded  by  NGC  (10/95).  The  fields  are  very  deeply  mirrored  and  when 
angled  just  so  show  an  unfathomable  depth  ot  mirrored  retlectivity.  The  devices  are  heavily  trt«ted,  presenting  a  stark  two-toned  cameo  contrast  on  each  side. 
The  near-gem  grade  is  accounted  for  by  a  tew  wispy  hairlines  in  the  tields  and  several  tiny  contact  marks  on  the  lower  check  ot  Liberty.  A  very  rare  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  acquire  this  key  numismatic  property.

5965  1909  PR  64  PCGS.  The  proofs  of  1909  were  struck  in  the  Satin  style,  or  in  what  has  become  known  as  the  Roman  Gold  tinish.  More  archaically  it  was 

known  as  the  Brilliant  Matte  style,  a  not  inappropriate  term  h)r  this  finish,  and  one  that  more  accurately  conveys  the  appeatance  of  the  coins  than  the  vague 
“Roman  Finish”  term.  These  Satin  proofs  are  devoid  of  the  coarse  grantilarity  on  1908  and  191 1-15  proofs,  and  have  a  lighter  tinish  halfway  between  matte 
and  mirrored,  hut  to  call  them  mirrored  would  certainly  he  inaccurate. 

Of  the  139  proofs  struck,  it  seems  unlikely  that  more  than  50-75  pieces  could  exist  today,  39  examples  have  been  graded  by  both  services  combined.  In 
choice  condition,  this  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  matte  proof  gold  issues  being  accompanied  by  just  3  other  PR  64s,  and  exceeded  by  a  single  PR  65  (10/95). 
Akers  was  only  able  to  trace  18  auction  appearance  of  this  date  over  a  thirty-year  period.  As  a  date,  the  1909  is  twice  as  rare  as  the  1908,  in  part  because  the 
novelty  of  the  first  yeat  of  issue  status  of  the  1908  date  assured  more  would  be  preserved,  and  also  in  part  because  of  the  brighter  tinish  in  1909  some  unknow¬ 
ing  or  uncaring  collectors  may  have  spent  them  or  may  not  have  recognized  the  difference  between  a  Roman  Gold  proof  and  a  clean,  well  struck  business 
strike.  To  demonstrate  how  scarce  proofs  of  this  date  are,  we  repeat  a  story  first  related  in  the  Garrett  Sale  (Part  11)  that  Robert  Garrett  had  a  habit  of  ordering 
a  gold  proof  set  each  year  directly  from  the  mint.  For  some  unknown  reason  he  tailed  to  do  so  in  1909,  and  it  took  Plenty  Chapman  totir  years  to  procure  one 
through  advertisements  and  other  solicitations. 

The  surfaces  of  this  piece  are  noticeably  brighter  than  those  of  other,  non-Roman  Finish  years,  and  some  of  the  natural  brightness  is  accented  with  rich 
orange-gold  color  seen  on  the  coin  overall.  We  can  find  only  a  couple  of  microscopic  contact  marks  on  the  reverse  that  must  account  for  the  conservative 
grade.  A  desirable  example  of  this  rarely  seen  date.  (See  Color  Photo)

5967  1865  AU  50  PCGS.  The  1865  has  the  kiwest  iitficial  mintage  of 

any  three-dollar  gold  piece  struck  prior  to  1881  with  only  1,140 
business  strikes  produced.  For  that  reason  alone  it  has  always  been  a 
popular  coin  with  collectors,  hut  unlike  some  later  date,  low 
mintage  issues,  the  1865  is  genuinely  rare  in  all  grades.  It  is  unlikely 
that  more  than  65  pieces  remain  today  in  all  grades,  and  most  sur¬ 
vivors  are  AU  at  best  with  very  tew  pieces  known  in  mint  condi¬ 
tion.  This  piece  has  the  low,  level  date  that  characterize  original 
strikings,  and  the  fields  are  bright  and  retain  some  of  their  prooflike 
glimmer.  The  devices  are  accented  by  some  original  patina  and 
there  are  no  major  or  distracting  blemishes  on  either  side  of  this 
important  coin. 


5966  1860  MS  64  PCGS.  A  moderately  scarce  issue  overall,  in  mint 

state  the  I860  is  a  very  worthwhile  coin  with  only  a  couple  of  hand¬ 
fuls  of  pieces  known.  This  is  one  ot  the  finer  examples  extant  with 
only  three  pieces  certified  in  higher  grades  by  both  certification  ser¬ 
vices.  Unlike  many  1860  threes,  this  piece  does  not  show  any  trace 
of  reflectivity  in  the  fields,  just  smooth,  frosted  surfaces  that  are 
minimally  abraded.  The  only  mentionahle  flaw  on  the  coin  is  a 
small  alloy  spt)t  in  the  lower  obverse  field  between  the  U  of  UNIT¬ 
ED  and  the  neck  of  Liberty.  Population:  5  in  64,  only  2  finer

5968  1868  MS  66  PCGS.  While  the  1868  is  hardly  a  scarce  issue  in  average  condition,  it  is  a  significant  coin  in  mint  state.  The  average  example  of  this  date  is 

only  XF,  and  of  the  few  uncirculated  coins  extant  this  is  tar  and  away  the  finest.  This  is  a  truly  splendid  coin  that  exhibits  bright,  frosted  mint  luster  that  is 
virtually  undisturbed  by  contact  marks  of  any  importance.  Sharply  defined,  except  on  the  how  knot  at  the  bottom  ot  the  wreath,  the  coin  po.ssesses  a  modest 
overlay  of  pinkish'rose  patina.  This  is  the  only  coin  so  graded  by  either  service.  (See  Color  Photo)

5969  1874  MS  60  NGC.  A  bit  softly  struck,  the  surfaces  show  a  moder¬ 

ate  amount  of  rich,  oran^’o-gold  patina.  The  mtist  distracting  feature 
on  the  coin  is  a  diagonal  mark  in  the  left  obverse  field.  One  cit  the 
three  most  commonly  encountered  dates  in  the  series,  the  1874  is 
generally  known  for  high  quality  ct)ins  and  is  often  used  for  type 
purposes. 


5970  1879  MS  66  PCGS.  While  only  a  moderately  scarce  as  a  date  in 

the  three-dollar  series,  the  1879  is  far  rarer  than  the  1878,  the  issue 
it  is  chronologically  closest  to  and  overshadowed  by.  A  drastic  drop 
in  business  strike  production  of  three-dollar  gold  pieces  occurred 
from  1878  to  1879,  with  the  mintage  falling  from  over  82,000  pieces 
to  just  5,000.  A  decent  percentage  of  these  later-dated  issues  appear 
to  have  been  saved  in  near-mint  to  uncirculated  condition.  This  is 
quite  an  extraordinary  coin  that  shttws  a  curious  intermingling  of 
mint  frost  and  semi-prooflikeness  in  the  fields — a  finish  that  is  often 
seen  on  three-dollar  gold  pieces.  The  striking  details  on  this  piece 
are  unrivaled  in  their  sharpness  and  second  only  to  the  definition 
seen  on  proofs.  There  are  just  a  few  minute  field  marks,  none  of 
which  are  important  enough  to  warrant  individual  mention.

many  were  saved  in  mint  condition.  Quite  a  tew,  such  as  this  coin, 
escaped  into  circulation  tor  a  short  period  ot  time  hetore  being  rec¬ 
ognized  as  a  rare,  low  mintage  date.  This  piece  still  retains  much  ot 
the  original  prootlike  fields  that  are  characteristic  on  virtually  all 
1881  threes.  The  surtaces  are  generally  clean  and  problem-tree  with 
rich  golden  color. 


5972  1888  MS  65  PCGS.  A  phenomenal  type  coin,  the  intensely  lus¬ 

trous  surtaces  show  semi-prootlike  tields  and  overtones  ot  rich  col¬ 
oration  that  add  even  more  to  the  visual  appeal  ot  this  piece.  Well 
struck  in  most  areas,  the  only  surtace  blemishes  are  a  few  tiny  luster 
grazes.

This  is  a  well 
balanced  specimen,  free  from  adjustment  marks  or  any  post-minting 
distractions.  The  surfaces  di.splay  glimmers  of  semi-prootlike  luster 
in  the  protected  areas.

5975  1805  MS  62  PCGS.  R.  3-R.  Fully  lustrous  and  quite  a  rare  find  as 

such,  especially  at  the  MS  65  level.  This  piece  shows  even  green- 
gold  ct)lor  and  there  are  no  pe)st-striking  impairments  worthy  of 
mention.  There  are,  however,  several  prominent  die  cracks,  and 
adjustment  marks  are  seen  on  the  cap  and  face  of  Liberty.  A  hit 
irregularly  struck  with  good  definition  in  the  centers,  hut  soft  on  the 
eagle’s  left  claw  and  at  the  juncture  of  the  wing  and  shield.  (See

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5976  1807  Bust  Left  MS  63  PCGS.  First  year  of  issue  for  the  John 

Reich  Bust  Left  design  and  always  in  demand  hy  collectors  as  a  type 
coin.  This  piece,  ofcour.se,  is  far  above  average  for  the  date  which  is 
usually  only  seen  in  XF  condition.  This  is  a  fully  detailed  coin  that 
has  strong  luster  characteristics  and  a  few  small  abrasions  that 
account  for  the  grade.  There  is  an  abundance  of  rich  golden  patina 
on  each  side  that  adds  even  more  to  the  eye  appeal  of  this  premium 
example.

5977  1807  Bust  Left  MS  64  PCGS.  This  is  a  blue  chip  coin  that  should 

tit  neatly  into  anyone’s  collection  or  investment  portfolio.  As  with 
most  examples  of  this  date,  the  features  are  very  sharply  struck  with 
pinpoint  detailing  on  the  hair  curls  and  each  feather  on  the  eagle 
fully  articulated.  The  mint  luster  is  outstanding,  being  undisturbed 
hy  any  hut  the  most  insignificant  surface  marks.  Deep,  rich,  green- 
golden  patina  overlays  each  side.

5979  1813  MS  64  PCGS.  First  year  of  the  modified  John  Reich  design, 

and  hy  far  the  most  obtainable  date  in  the  series  for  type  purposes, 
yet  Capped  Head  Left  half  eagles  are  probably  the  most  difficult  of 
all  U.S.  gold  designs  to  locate  in  acceptable  condition,  with  the  pos- 
sihle  exception  of  the  1796  No  Stars  and  1808  quarter  eagles.  As  a 
type,  they ‘are  very  scarce  and  desirable  in  mint  condition.  Fully 
struck  in  all  areas,  even  the  peripheral  stars  on  the  obverse  are  com¬ 
pletely  defined  with  full  radial  details.  This  conditionally  rare  coin 
is  fully  original  and  frosty  with  a  greenish-gold  patina  present  on 
each  side.

5980  1834  Plain  4  AU  55  NGC.  A  choice  green-gold  example,  a  trifle 

weak  in  the  curls  along  Liberty’s  forehead  and  on  the  top  part  of  the 
shield.  Popular  first  year  of  the  Classic  Head  type.

5981  1834  Plain  4  MS  62  PCGS.  Unlike  the  Capped  Bust  Left  series 

which  preceded  it,  the  reduced  weight  and  fineness  of  the  Classic 
design  hy  Kneass  caused  these  coins  to  circulate  widely,  and  today 
mint  state  pieces  are  very  difficult  to  locate.  This  is  an  impressive 
example  of  this  popular  first  year  issue.  The  fields  are  bright  and 
semi-prooflike  and  show  only  the  signs  of  coin-to-coin  contact  that 
are  consistent  with  the  grade.  There  is  only  slight  softness  on 
Liberty’s  hair  curls  and  virtually  complete  definition  on  the  eagle’s 
plumage.

This  piece  is  quite  well  detailed  for  a  ‘38- 
C  and  was  struck  from  heavily  lapped  dies,  the  lapping  having 
removed  part  of  the  eagle’s  left  wing,  a  situation  that  is  .seen  nutre 
often  than  not  on  the  issue.  Very  scarce  above  VF.  One  of  just 
17,179  pieces  struck  and  the  second  rarest  Classic  Head  half  eagle.

6010  1858'C  MS  60  NGC.  The  ‘58'C  is  rare  in  all  grades.  Breen  cnnsid- 
ers  it  “very  rare  ahcive  EF;  prnhihitively  rare  Unc."  Ranked  an  R.8  in 
mint  condition  with  only  2-3  pieces  believed  known,  this  piece  is 
obviously  among  the  finest  examples  extant  ot  this  rare  issue.  The 
surfaces  are  bright  and  show  a  mixture  of  semi-prooflikeness  and 
mint  frost.  The  striking  details  are  quite  strong  on  the  obverse  with 
only  slight  softness  noted  on  the  reverse.  Each  side  is  minimally 
abraded  for  an  MS  60,  hut  there  is  a  shallow  planchet  tlake  out  of 
the  upper  reverse  field  above  the  eagle’s  head.

6016  1861'C  AU  55  PCGS.  A  rare  and  historic  coin  with  an  original 
mintage  of  only  6,879  pieces.  It  has  been  asserted  that  887  coins 
were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  took  control  of  the  mint  on  April 
20.  These  coins  show  die  cracks  through  the  tops  of  AMERl  and  are 
struck  from  rusted  dies.  On  this  coin  there  is  a  die  crack  from  the 
reverse  rim  through  the  tops  of  MER,  hut  we  can  find  no  evidence 
of  die  rust,  and  so  must  conclude  that  this  piece  was  struck  under 
the  auspices  of  the  United  States.  This  is  a  well  struck  example 
whose  only  weakness  is  on  the  neck  of  the  eagle  and  first  three  stars. 
There  are  few  abrasions  present,  the  most  obvious  being  a  shallow 
scrape  in  the  left  obverse  field  in  front  of  Liberty’s  nose,  several  in 
the  field  above  the  eagle’s  head,  and  a  planchet  flake  below  the 
eagle’s  lower  beak.

6019  1866'S  Motto  AU  50  PCGS.  Scarce  first  year  of  the  With  Motto 

Jesign  and  an  especially  rate  issue  in  any  grade  above  VF. 
Displaying  more  luster  than  is  often  seen  on  an  AU  50  half  eagle, 
this  piece  is  well  sttuck  with  light  reddish  color  and  no  offending 
marks  on  either  side.  The  mintmark  is  diagnostically  small,  changed 
from  the  larger  No  Motto  variety  and  typically  indistinct.  Although 
tumored  to  e.xist,  no  mint  state  pieces  have  been  certified  by  either 
major  grading  service.

Only  one  coin 
was  recorded  as  having  been  sold  over  a  sixty-year  period  that  grad¬ 
ed  higher  than  XF.  That  piece  was  out  of  the  Roach  Sale  in  1944 
and  graded  uncirculated,  and  while  we  do  not  know  it  this  is  the 
same  coin,  we  do  know  that  according  to  the  most  recent  popula¬ 
tion  data  from  the  major  grading  services,  this  is  the  finest  coin  cer¬ 
tified.

6048  1909  PR  64  PCGS.  Unlike  the  1908  with  its  hefty  mintage,  in  1909  halt  eagles  had  a  sparse  pri)ducti(.)n  of  only  78  proofs.  Proofs  of  this  year  were  difficult  to 

obtain  even  art)iind  the  time  of  their  issuance.  We  wt)uld  estimate  that  somewhere  between  30  and  40  proofs  exist  today. 

Proofs  of  this  year  are  of  the  Roman  Gold  style,  that  is,  a  hybrid  semi-hrilliant  and  satiny  finish.  This  brighter  proofing  process  was  limited  to  only  this  and 
the  following  year,  and  survivors  are  of  the  highest  order  of  rarity. 

This  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  proof  gold.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  satiny  with  an  even  overlay  of  rich'Orange  patina.  Even  under  strong  magnification  the 
C(tin  is  nearly  flawless  making  one  wonder  about  the  conservative  PR  64  grade.

6058  1852-0  AU  55  PCGS.  Very  rare  with  a  mintac’c  of  only  18,000 

pieces,  second  lowest  of  any  O-mint  ten  up  to  this  time,  the  ‘52-0  is 
a  long  overlooked  New  Orleans  rarity.  Quite  a  scarce  coin  in  any 
grade  aht)ve  VF,  the  ‘52-0  is  rare  in  XF  and  extremely  rare  in  AU. 
This  date  is' unknown  to  either  PCGS  or  NGC  in  mint  state.  This  is 
the  only  AU  55  certified  hy  PCGS  and  it  is  only  Fettered  hy  a  pair 
of  AU  58  coins  certified  by  both  services.  The  surfaces  are  a  bright 
golden-orange  and  generally  the  striking  quality  is  quite  good  with 
the  most  noticeable  softness  being  on  the  peripheral  stars  and 
eagle’s  left  leg.  Lightly  marked  in  the  fields  with  a  shallow  .scratch 
along  the  jawline  of  Liberty  on  the  obverse. 


6059  1854  AU  5  3  NGC.  A  surprisingly  scarce  issue  considering  the 

mintage  was  a  hefty  54,250  pieces.  Relatively  available  in  lower 
grades,  the  1854  is  quite  difficult  to  locate  in  strict  AU  condition. 
The  striking  details  are  well  defined,  and  the  .surfaces  are  original 
and  show  a  typical  amount  of  abrasions  for  the  issue. 


6060  1854-0  AU  53  NGC.  Large  Date.  The  scarcer  of  the  two  date  var¬ 

ieties  of  this  issue,  the  Large  Date  ‘54-0  is  distinctly  different  in  size 
than  the  Small  Date,  and  could,  in  fact,  he  called  the  “Huge  Date.” 
The  larger  date  size  can  he  accounted  for  hy  the  mint’s  using  the 
logotype  intended  for  silver  dollars.

There  are  very  few  ‘55-0  tens 
known  in  any  grade,  and  accurately  graded  XF  pieces  (such  as  this 
one)  are  quite  rare.  Only  one  example  has  thus  far  been  certified  in 
mint  state,  a  PCGS  MS  61  (10/95).  As  with  all  the  surviving  speci¬ 
mens,  this  piece  is  .softly  struck  in  the  centers  and  minimally  abrad¬ 
ed  tor  a  coin  with  15  points  of  wear.

6062  1856-0  XF  45  NGC.  A  very  rare  New  Orleans  ten  and  one  that  is 

seldom  seen  in  any  grade.  Only  14,500  business  strikes  were  pro¬ 
duced  and  this  piece  is  fairly  typical  tor  the  issue,  with  some  softness 
noted  in  the  peripheral  areas.  Lightly  matked  with  a  series  of  faint 
hairline  scratches  on  the  obverse  and  much  hidden  luster  through¬ 
out.

6065  1865  AU  50  PCGS.  An  impressive  Civil  War  issue,  the  1865  had

Akers 
made  the  comment  in  his  hook  on  the  ren-dollar  series  that  he  had 
never  seen  an  1865  above  XF.  A  few  high  grade  pieces  have  sur¬ 
faced  since  that  time,  and  jialging  from  the  populatitrn  data,  this  is  a 
lower  condition  census  coin  with  only  a  small  handtul  of  pieces  any 
finer.

only  500  of  these  coins  were  struck  and  none  were  released  into  cir¬ 
culation.  The  so-called  “Wire  Edge”  coins  lack  a  determinant  rim, 
instead  showing  only  a  small  metal  extrusion  around  the  rim  on  each 
side.  These  “Wire  Edge”  coins  come  closest  to  the  design  otiginally 
conceived  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens.  After  these  pieces  were 
struck,  Charles  Barber  began  his  modifications,  and  the  coins  ulti¬ 
mately  struck  tor  circulation  differ  greatly  in  look  and  surface  texture 
from  this  original  concept.  While  showing  signs  of  extensive  wear, 
this  piece  is  still  readily  identifiable  as  a  representative  of  this  transi¬ 
tional  issue  hy  the  ptesence  of  the  all-important  extruded  metal  rim. 
Probably  carried  as  a  pocket  piece,  this  is  one  of  perhaps  a  dozen  or 
so  pieces  believed  to  exist  today  in  less-than-MS  60  condition. 


6091  1907  No  Motto  MS  62  PCGS.  A  well  struck  coin  that  is  exception¬ 

ally  clean  and  at  first  glance  appears  much  finer  than  the  stated 
grade.

Of  course, 
this  is  reflected  in  the  current  hid  prices,  where  the  Lafayette  dollar 
and  the  Grant  with  Star  are  the  two  highest  priced  coins.  While 
many  Grants  shtrw  rather  drah  surfaces,  this  piece  excels  with 
bright,  sparkling  mint  luster  on  each  side.  The  surfaces  are  mostly 
brilliant  still,  hut  close  inspection  reveals  a  thin  layer  of  translucent 
rainbow  iridescence  that  is  more  obvious  toward  the  rims.

6246  1922  Grant  With  Star  PR  64  PCGS.  As  an  issue  the  Grant  With  Star  is  one  of  the  most  hif'hly  respected  and  souj^ht  after  of  all  commemorativ'e  halves.  It 

has  been  a  key  i.ssue  since  the  end  of  the  1920s,  and  as  a  prttof  it  is  f'enerally  unknown  to  the  collecting  community.  In  fact,  this  is  the  first  proof  striking  we 
have  handled  in  our  twenty  years  in  the  auction  business.  Of  the  several  books  on  commemorative  halves  in  our  library,  the  only  one  that  even  mentions  proof 
strikings  of  the  Grant  half  dollar  is  the  Rreen-Swiatek  reference  (page  89).  Breen  lists  four  proof  strikings,  and  while  we  cannot  be  certain  of  the  provenance  of 
this  piece,  we  would  speculate  it  is  the  fourth  specimen  listed,  the  piece  “in  a  private  collection.” 

The  finish  on  this  piece  is  the  sandblast  or  matte  variant  of  proofing.  The  fine  grain  texture  gives  the  coin  the  same  subdued  appearance  as  seen  on  matte 
proof  nickels  struck  from  1913  through  1916.  Roth  sides  exhibit  a  steel-gray  color  with  patches  of  deep  blue  scattered  around  the  periphery  on  the  reverse. 
Beyond  the  sandblast  finish,  one  of  the  most  obvious  differences  between  this  coin  and  the  business  strikes  usually  seen,  is  the  lack  of  die  polishing  marks  in 
the  fields.  The  fields  are  flat  and  unaffected  by  any  attempts  by  the  mint  to  crudely  “improve”  the  appearance  of  the  dies  and  the  coins  subsequently  struck 
from  them.  Also,  the  striking  details  are  unusually  hold  on  this  piece.  Grant’s  beard,  hair,  and  coat  are  exceptionally  sharp  as  are  the  leaves  on  the  reverse. 
Thi-.  is  the  only  proof  Grant  half  dollar  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services.  It  has  been  given  the  PCXIS  number  9308,  and  because  it  has  been  recently 
submitted,  to  date  ( 10/95)  it  is  unlisted  in  the  I’opuLition  Report.  (See  Color  Photo)

variety,  one  that  is  known  to  include  a  sufficient  number  of  AU  and 
better  pieces.  Sharply  struck  in  virtually  all  areas,  with  lustrous  sil¬ 
very-gray  surfaces  accented  in  reddish-gold  on  the  obverse.  The 
reverse  displays  complete  mint  bloom  and  is  tinted  in  milky  gray 
and  golden  hues.  A  lovely  Heraldic  Eagle  dollar  with  eye  appeal 
that  exceeds  many  of  the  uncirculated  pieces  offered. 


6756  1799  VE  25.  R-8,  RB-165.  Light  gray  patina  contrasts  nicely  against 
the  pinkish-tan  highlights  that  cover  the  worn  portions  of  the 
devices.  An  attractive  early  dollar  for  the  grade  with  no  major 
impairments. 

6757  1799  VE  35  Cleaned.  B-Il,  BB-161.  Light  golden-brown  toning 
covers  both  sides  with  much  undetlying  hrighiness  from  cleaning. 
Two  prominent  die  breaks  help  identify  the  variety. 
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6758  1800  VF  20  Cleaned  R-16,  RR.187.  Deeply  .nettled  toning  covers 

the  unnaturally  Fright  Fnish  seen  over  both  sides  tron.  cleaning. 
1  eppered  with  light  marks  on  the  obverse. 

6756  1800  VF  55.  R-16,  RRD87.  A  dull  gray  patina  covers  most  of  the 

sui-taces  with  curiously  contrasting  golden-olive  highlights  over  the 
worn  portions  of  the  devices.

Displaying  much  underlying  luster,  the 
surfaces  are  toned  a  medium  gray  with  outlines  of  gold  and  blue 
about  the  devices.  A  few  minor  edge  humps  detract  only  slightly.

6834  1846  AU  50  Rims  Filed.  Repunching  on  all  four  digits  in  the  date, 
sometimes  referred  to  as  the  “overdate”  variety.  A  long  underrated 
issue,  one  of  21,598  pieces  struck  with  few  specimens  existing  above 
XF.  Lustrous  with  pale  orange  patina  outlining  each  side. 

6835  1847'C  XF  40  Cleaned.  The  ‘47-C  is  easily  the  most  common 
Charlotte  mint  i.)uarter  eagle.  This  coin  is  fairly  typical  for  the  issue 
with  a  good  strike  on  the  obverse  and  only  slight  weakness  on  the 
eagle  on  the  reverse. 
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6856  1905  MS  60  Reverse  CleaneJ.  A  few  taint  coppery  stains  are  scat- 

tereJ  about  the  obverse.

6838  1853  MS  60.  Sharply  struck. 

6839  1855  XF  40,  deep  ruddy  patina  in  the  fields;  1857-S  VF  20,  more 
heavily  worn  on  the  reverse;  and  an  1873-S  VF  20,  a  few  sliallow 
scratches  show  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6840  1855  MS  63.  Boldly  defined  with  bright,  semi-prooflike  fields  that 
show  only  a  modest  amount  of  grade  limiting  scuffiness.  One  of  the 
more  common  early  date  quarter  eagles,  but  a  scarcity  at  this  grade 
level. 

6841  1856  XF  40,  sharply  struck  itn  the  obverse  with  a  weaker  reverse; 
1873  Closed  3  XF  40,  weakly  defined  in  the  centers  with  a  couple  of 
facial  marks;  and  an  1879-5  VF  20,  pinkish-rose  patina.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

6842  1856  MS  60.  Well  struck  on  the  obverse  with  somewhat  soft  fea¬ 
tures  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  too  dull  to  grade  any  higher. 

6843  1856  MS  60.  Softly  struck  on  the  eagle’s  left  leg  but  showing  decent 
luster  for  the  grade. 

6844  1856-S  XF  40  Mount  Removed.  Bright  overall  and  well  defined  on 
the  obverse.  A  mount  has  been  removed  from  the  top  of  the 
obverse. 

6845  1857  MS  60;  1906  MS  60;  and  a  1907  MS  60.  All  three  arc  typically 
abraded  for  their  grades.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6846  1861  AU  58.  Bright  and  very  close  to  mint  state.  Fully  struck. 

6847  1861  MS  60.  Sharply  struck  and  lustnnis. 

6848  1867-S  VF  20.  A  scarcer  issue  in  higher  grades  but  obtainable  in 
this  modest  condition.  Fleavy,  even  wear  over  both  sides  but  lacking 
any  noticeable  blemishes. 

6849  1870  AU  50  Cleaned.  Quite  bright  with  numerous  fine  scratches  in 
the  field.s.  This  is  a  very  scarce  issue  with  only  4,520  business  strikes 
coined. 

6850  1870-S  XF  40  Cleaned,  Reverse  Rim  Nicks.  A  scarcer  date  and  very 
difficult  in  higher  grades.  Somewhat  softly  struck  in  the  centers,  the 
surfaces  hav'c  been  dulled  from  cleaning  and  there  are  several 
noticeable  rim  nicks  on  the  reverse.

Some  hairlines  are  seen 
on  the  obverse  and  the  rim  is  nicked  in  .sev'eral  places.

6865  191 1  Fine  15  Polished.  Roth  sides  have  been  polished. 

6866  1911  XF  40.  Field  marks  show'  on  the  reverse. 

6867  1911  MS  62.  Nicely  struck  with  an  abundance  of  rich  gold  patina. 

6868  191  I'D  MS  62  Cleaned.  Light  in  color  with  no  appreciable  marks 
and  a  sharp  mintmark.  The  modest  cleaning  should  make  this  key 
date  Indian  far  more  affordable  to  the  collector. 

6869  1914  MS  60.  There  are  several  small  abrasions  on  both  sides;  other¬ 
wise,  quite  a  nice  coin  for  the  grade. 

6870  1914  MS  60.  A  pleasing  coin  marred  only  by  several  noticeable 
contact  marks  on  the  reverse. 

6871  1914-D  MS  63.  Quite  lustrous  tor  this  semi-key,  a  scratch  is  noted 
on  the  reverse.  Some  of  the  feathers  are  softly  defined.

Even  though  one  of  the  more  commonly  encountered 
dates  in  the  series,  the  1854  remains  a  popular  issue  with  collectors 
because  of  its  status  as  the  first  year  of  issue  as  well  as  the  only  year 
for  the  Small  Letters  reverse.  This  piece  is  generally  well  struck  and 
show's  silky,  lustrous  surfaces  that  are  essentially  free  from  any 
noticeable  or  distracting  blemishes. 

6875  1855  AU  55  Cleaned.  Faint,  barely  perceptible  hairlines  appear  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  piece.  We  feel  compelled  to  point 
out  that,  despite  the  connotations  carried  by  the  “cleaning”  adjec¬ 
tive,  this  is  an  attractive  example  of  the  i,ssue.

This  piece  is  very  well  struck  with  smooth,  silky  luster 
that  graces  both  sides  of  the  coin.  There  are  a  few  hairlines  noted  on 
each  side,  probably  from  the  coin  being  wiped  lightly  with  a  cloth  at 
one  time.  The  obverse  exhibits  some  deep  iirange-goldett  patina.

6882  1871  AU  50  Cleaned.  A  hit  sottly  struck  in  addition  to  heinp 

cleaned. 

688  ^  1874  VF20Ohv  erse  Heavily  Scratched.  This  coin  has  the  untortu- 

nate  .ippearance  that  someone  doodled  in  the  obverse  tield  with  a 
sh.irp  object. 

6884  1874  XF  40.  Bright,  evenly  wont  surtaces  with  considerable  luster 
rem.iinint;. 

6885  1874  AU  50  Cleaned.  Scarcely  worn,  but  exhibitiit”  an  unntiturally 
bright  appearance  trom  cleaninjt.

This  is  the  most  commonly  encountered  Herahlic 
Eap’le  tive,  and  according  to  Breen  there  are  more  surv  ivors  trom 
this  die  pair  than  all  the  other  1805-6  varieties  combined.  Most 
examples  seen  have  heavy  adjustment  marks,  but  this  piece  only 
shows  a  tew  littht  ones  on  the  upper  reverse  rim.  As  stated  above, 
the  coin  was  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  this  has  only  slightly 
diminished  the  attractiveness  ot  this  lovely  coin.  Fully  lustrous 
throutthoLit,  the  devices  are  sharply  struck  in  all  areas.  The  only 
noticeable  abrasions  are  tiny  tield  marks  on  either  side  ot  the  head 
of  Liberty.

6890  1810  Large  Date,  Large  5  MS  62.  A  exceptionally  clean  early  five 

that  shows  frosted  mint  luster  that  most  collectors  only  dream  t)t 
seeing  on  early  gold  coins.  The  strike  is  fully  brought  up  on  the 
obverse  with  full  hair  curls  and  complete  radials  on  the  stars.  The 
reverse  is  not  quite  as  sharp  as  the  obverse  with  some  localized 
weakness  on  the  feathers  of  the  eagle.  The  surfaces  overall  are  very 
clean  with  only  minor  abrasions  noted.  There  are  stmie  adjustment 
marks  in  the  center  of  the  obverse,  but  these  are  minor  and  hardly 
distracting.  One  of  the  more  available  dates  among  the  Capped 
Draped  Bust  Left  series,  but  still  an  absolute  rarity  in  this  condition.

6891  1812  AU  55  Cleaned.  Wide  5D.  B.  l-B.  Well  struck  on  the 

obverse  with  the  usual  softness  of  feather  detail  on  the  eagle. 
Virtually  all  of  the  satiny  luster  still  remains,  save  for  just  a  trace  of 
friction  on  the  highpoints.  Final  year  of  the  Bust  Left  type  and  one 
of  the  more  comirntnly  seen  dates  as  well.

6896  1841'D  MS  62.  Small  D.  The  184I'n  is  almost  as  scarce  as  the 

Charlotte  mint  of  this  same  date,  and  is  also  generally  not  available 
above  the  XF  level.  This  is  one  of  the  finer  pieces  known  of  this  dif- 
ficult  issue,  and  is  a  mid-condition  census  coin  with  probably  no 
more  than  6-8  pieces  extant  in  mint  condition.  The  devices  are 
sharply  struck  overall  with  just  a  touch  ot  weakness  on  the  eagle’s 
left  (facing)  leg.  The  fields  are  prootlike  and  there  are  only  small, 
unottensive  marks  on  each  side. 


6897  1842  iMS  60  Sea  Salvaged.  Large  Letters.  At  first  glance  this  piece 

has  the  detail  and  look  of  a  higher  grade.  Closer  examination 
reveals  slightly  granular  surfaces  with  evidence  of  cleaning.  The 
scarcer  of  the  two  varieties. 


6898  1842'C  Large  Date  AU  50  Cleaned,  Rims  Filed.  Bold  details  and 

very  little  actual  wear,  hut  cleaned  long  ago,  resulting  in  nnmerous 
taint  hairlines  on  the  green-gold  surfaces.  The  obverse  rims  have 
been  tiled  (“smoothed”  is  probably  a  better  word),  presumably  to 
remove  an  edge  detect.

This  issue  has  a  significantly  higher 
mintage  (44,201  pieces)  than  previous  years,  but  the  ‘43-(I!  is  not 
substantially  more  available  than  lower  mintage  years,  and  it  is 
equally  unavailable  in  high  grades.  This  piece  exhibits  numerous 
hairlines  from  a  harsh  cleaning,  but  these  are  partially  obscured  with 
some  light  reddish  color  surrounding  the  devices.  Struck  on  a 
planchet  that  seems  a  trifle  broad  at  22.2  mm.  Perhaps  struck  from  a 
leftover  1840  collar. 

6900  1843'D  VF  35  Whizzed.  The  surfaces  are  unnaturally  bright  from 
having  been  whizzed.  One  ot  the  more  available  D-mint  fives. 

6901  1844-0  Fine  12,  well  worn  with  a  noticeable  obverse  scratch;  and 
an  1846  VF  20  Lightly  Polished,  some  small  surface  marks.  (Total:  2 
coins) 

6902  1 844-0  AU  55.  An  attractive  example  of  this  common  New 
Orleans  halt  eagle.  The  fields  have  a  faint  remnant  ot  prootlikeness, 
the  strike  is  sharp  in  most  areas,  and  there  are  no  large  or  objection¬ 
able  marks  on  either  side.  Trends  $975  in  AU  50. 

6903  1846  VF  20;  1873  Open  3  XF  40;  and  an  1884-S  AU  50.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

6904  1846  AU  50  Cleaned.  Large  Date.  This  once  prootlike  specimen  has 
been  dulled  on  the  obverse  by  cleaning  and  shows  a  small  discol¬ 
oration  below  the  4  in  the  date. 

6905  1846-D  XF  40  Harshly  Cleaned.  Evenly  struck  and  worn,  with  a  rel¬ 
atively  pleasing  appearance  despite  the  cleaning.  Pale  green-gold 
color  with  no  distracting  surface  marks. 

6906  1848-C  AU  50  Cleaned.  A  fairly  substantial  number  ot  1848-C 
fives  were  minted  by  Charlotte  standards,  but  the  vast  majority  are 
either  lost  to  collectors  or  extensively  worn.  This  piece  displays  the 
look  of  an  AU,  but  exhibits  some  si>ttness  in  the  center  of  the 
reverse.  Scarce  as  such  and  very  elusive  any  finer.  The  coin  has  been 
lightly  cleaned  at  one  time. 

6907  1848-C  AU  50  Obverse  Fields  Tooled.  In  spite  ot  the  substantial 
mintage  of  more  than  64,000  coins,  the  1848-C  is  a  surprisingly 
scarce  coin.  Apparently  most  entered  circulation  and  stayed  there  as 
most  survivors  are  heavily  bagmarked  VFs  with  an  occasional  XF 
turning  up.  In  AU  the  ‘48-C  is  a  mid-R.7  issue  with  an  estimated  6- 
8  pieces  believed  extant.  This  coin  is  well  struck,  including  the 
mintmark,  and  has  a  bright  yellow-gold  appearance.  A  small  area  in 
front  of  the  chin  shows  evidence  of  being  reworked  and  is  barely 
noticeable. 

6908  1850-C3  XF  40  Rim  Filed.  One  of  the  more  common  Charlotte  halt 
eagles,  this  piece  has  lovely  deep-golden  color.  There  are  only  a  tew 
minor  field  marks  and  a  hint  ot  luster  remains  in  the  crevices.  The 
rim  has  been  filed  at  9  o’clock  on  the  reverse  in  an  attempt  to 
remove  a  large  rim  gouge. 

6909  1851-0  AU  50  Sea  Salvaged,  Cleaned.  Much  scarcer  than  the 
mintage  ot  41,000  pieces  would  indicate.  This  coin  is  atypical  tot 
the  issue  with  well  defined  hair  curls,  mititmark,  and  unusually 
clean,  mark-tree  surfaces.  The  tlownside  is  the  surfaces  exhibit  .i 
slightly  porous  appearance  from  ex|sosure  to  salt  water,  and  the  coiit 
hits  been  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time.

6910  1852'D  AU  50.  One  of  the  mnre  cnnimnnly  encniintered  D'mint 

fives  and  one  that  is  almost  always  found  softly  struck  in  the  centers. 
This  coin,  however,  is  actually  well  struck  for  the  issue  with  only 
minimal  softness  noted  on  the  hair  curls  and  eagle’s  neck.  Bright 
surfaces  with  minimal  abrasions. 


6911  1853'D  AU  50.  An  attractive  example  of  this  relatively  “common” 
Dahlonega  half  eagle.  Sharply  struck  in  all  areas  except  the  arrow 
feathers,  even  the  leg  of  the  eagle  is  sharply  defined.  Bright  orange- 
gold  color  with  no  mentionahle  abrasions. 

6912  1854  XF  45  Polished.  A  slightly  scarcer  P-mint  that  shows  evidence 
of  having  been  polished. 

6913  1854-0  AU  50  Repaired  Field.  The  obverse  fields  have  been 
smoothed  to  remove  some  type  of  imperfection.  Suggestions  of  lus¬ 
ter  on  both  sides. 

6914  1864  AU  50  Cleaned.  An  elusive  Civil  War  era  issue  from  a  tiny 
mintage  of  ju^t  4,170  business  strikes.  Survivors  are  often  well  worn 
and  seldom  exceed  XF  in  grade.  This  piece  is  bright  from  the  obvi¬ 
ous  cleaning  and  shows  a  bit  of  porosity  in  the  fields.

6915  1865'S  AU  50  Cleaned.  One  of  the  most  conditionally  rare  of  all 

Liberty  half  eagles,  the  majority  of  known  ‘65-S  fives  are  well  worn 
into  the  VF  and  lower  categories.  Akers  important,  but  now  outdat¬ 
ed,  work  on  United  State  gold  coins  listed  no  known  examples 
above  XF.  A  handful  of  pieces  have  surfaced  since  that  rime  in  AU 
50  rtt  MS  60  condition,  one  of  which  is  offered  here.  The  bright, 
minimally  hairlined  surfaces  are  overlaid  in  attractive  reddish-gold 
accents  and  show  only  the  slightest  wear. 


6916  1870-S  XF  40  Polished.  Much  scarcer  rhait  the  mintage  of  17,000 
pieces  would  indicate.  Most  survivors  are  Fine  or  VF  at  best,  with 
XF  pieces  only  occasionally  seen  and  virtually  unknown  above  the 
XF  level.  Termed  by  Breen  as  “prohibitively  rare  EF.”  The  ciiin  is 
well  struck  on  the  obverse  with  softly  defined  feathers  on  the  eagle’s 
neck  on  the  reverse.  Lightly  abraded,  the  surfaces  have  been  aggres¬ 
sively  polished. 

6917  1875  Closed  5  XF  40,  a  tad  softly  struck  in  the  centers,  but  bright 
overall;  1879-S  AU  50  Cleaned,  harshly  cleaned;  and  an  1888-S  XF 
40.  (Total:  3  ctiins) 

6918  1874-S  VF  50  Cleaned.  A  rarely  seen  S-mint  five  that  is  virtually 
unknown  above  the  XF  level.  Good  details  for  the  grade,  the  only 
itientionable  problem  is  a  unnaturally  bright  appearance  from  hav¬ 
ing  been  cleaned. 

6919  1882  MS  61.  Bright,  flashy  mint  luster.  Some  bagmarks  limit  the 
grade. 

6920  1886-S  MS  65  Reverse  Graffiti.  Satiny  and  untoned,  but  exhibiting 
a  series  of  shallow,  barely  perceptible  numbers  below  the  eagle. 

6921  1892-CC  XF  40.  Well  struck  with  medium  orange-gold  color  and 
small  portions  of  luster  remaining  around  the  devices. 

6922  1895-CC  XF  40.  A  few  scattered  marks  and  some  spotty  reddish 
color  which  is  common  to  all  CC  gold  from  this  final  year  of  issue.

Beginning  in  18.14,  Ute  Mint  began  a  search  for  a  suit¬ 
able  design  that  could  serve  as  an  enduring  symbol  on 
American  gold  coins,  in  dial  year  Engraver  William 
Kneass  executed  a  head  of  Liberty  for  quarter  eagles 
and  half  eagles  that  became  known  as  the  Oassic 
design.  But  this  design,  although  modified  several 
times,  was  not  to  last,  as  it  was  adapted  trom  John 
Reich's  old  Classic  Head  motif  first  used  on  large 
cents  in  1808  and  officials  continued  lo  press  for  a 
symbol  of  Liberty  more  befitting  the  growing 
Republic  By  1818.  C'ltristian  Gobrecht’s  Coronet 
design  for  the  eagle  took  center  stage,  and  a  version  of 
lilts — in  keeping  with  the  Mint's  penchant  for  unifor¬ 
mity — was  used  on  the  quarter  eagle  starting  in  1840. 

The  design  as  finally  adopted  featured  a  large  head  of 
Liberty  facing  left,  wearing  a  wide  coronei  inscribed 
wiih  ihe  word  I.IDERTi'  Her  hair  is  pulled  back  in  a 
bun  and  held  in  place  by  a  string  of  pearls  Thirteen 
stars  are  placed  around  the  penphery.  representing  the 
original  colonies,  with  the  dale  below.  The  eagle  on  the 
reverse  was  essentially  the  same  one  that  had  been  on 
quaner  eagles  since  1808  Originally  designed  by  John 
Retch,  the  1840- 1907  version  was  probably  modified 
by  Robert  Ball  Hughes.  The  heraldic  eagle  has  iis 
wings  spread  from  rim  to  rim  with  the  Union  shield 
covering  its  breast.  An  olive  branch  representing  the 
country's  peaceful  inieniions  is  m  the  eagle's  right 
claw,  with  three  arrows  empha.sizing  military  pre¬ 
paredness  in  tlie  left.  The  legend  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  surrounds  the  eagle,  with  the  denom¬ 
ination  2  1/2  D  beneath  the  bird.  Between  1840  and 
1907.  a  total  of  11,921,171  Coronet  quarter  eagles 
were  struck  at  five  mints:  Philadelphia  (no  mint- 
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mark),  Charlotte  (C),  Dahionega  (D).  New  Orleans 
(O).  and  San  Francisco  (S).  Mintmarks  can  be  found 
on  the  lower  reverse  beneath  the  eagle  An  estimated 
4.232  proofs  were  also  coined  The  early  ipre-1860) 
proofs  are  very  rare,  with  only  two  or  three  pieces 
surviving  from  many  years.  Often,  proofs  have  frost¬ 
ed  white  devices  that  contrast  sharply  against  deeply 
mirrored  fields  These  "cameo  "  proofs  are  very  pop¬ 
ular  as  type  pieces.  Most  of  the  proofs  struck  after 
1901  have  an  all-brilliani  finish  with  no  field  to 
device  contrast.  This  bnlliani  finish  continued  until 
the  end  of  the  series  m  1907,  when  Bela  Pratt's 
sunken  relief  Indian  Head  design  debuted,  and  the 
matte  proofing  process  was  adopted. 

The  series  contains  many  individual  rarities,  some  of 
legendary  status,  and  a  large  number  of  scarce  issues. 
Its  exceptional  length — remaining  unchanged  for  68 
years,  unlike  the  larger  denominations  that  received 
the  motto  in  1866 — makes  it  a  very  difficult  senes  to 
complete  Although  most  collectors  seek  a  single 
high  grade  example  for  type  sets,  oiliers  expand  their 
horizons  to  include  one  coin  from  each  mint,  but 
even  that  is  challenging.  Charlotte  and  Dahionega 
quaner  eagles  are  particularly  rare  and  expensive  in 
mint  condition,  and  these  pieces  are  the  keys  to  a  col¬ 
lection  from  llie  five  mints  San  Francisco  and  New 
Orleans  issues  are  also  very  scarce  in  AU  and  mint 
state,  but  generally  undervalued  compared  to  other 
minimarked  gold  coins  with  similar  mintages  and 
survival  rates  The  most  commonly  found  Coronet 
quarter  eagles  in  mint  state  however,  are  the 
Philadelphia  issues  from  I8f>l  through  I8S3.  1861. 
1873,  1 878  and  after  1886  Philadelphia  dors  have  its 
rarities  though.  Civil  War  issues  and  the  dates  from 
1874  through  1877,  when  specie  payments  were  still 
suspended,  are  quite  elusive.  Some  low  mintage 
dates  like  the  1881  and  1885  exist  today  in  larger 
numbers  than  their  mintage  would  suggest  fortu¬ 
nately.  many  were  recovered  from  European  hoards 

1'he  series  is  replete  with  important  coins,  but  none 
more  famous  and  historically  significant  than  the 
1848  CAL  quarter  eagle  Made  from  some  230 
ounces  of  native  California  ore  shipped  eastward  in 
I848.  the  resulting  I.389  quaner  eagles  arc  distin¬ 
guished  by  the  abbreviation  CAL  stamped  into  the
